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REMARKS 



I. Support for the Amendments 

Support for the amendments to the specification, claims, and abstract can be 
found in the PCT application as filed. 

This application is a 35 U.S.C. §371 national stage of PCT application 
PCT/US2004/021637, filed July 6, 2004, which claims the priority benefit of U.S. 
Provisional Application Serial No. 60/485,509, filed July 6, 2003, and U.S. Provisional 
Application Serial No. 60/485,607, filed July 7, 2003, the disclosures of all of which are 
incorporated herein by reference. 

Claims 1-24 were in the PCT application as filed. Claims 2-5, 7-10, 12-15, and 
17-20 have been amended, and new claims 25-28 have been added. Support for 
amended claims 2-5, 7-10, 12-15, and 17-20 can be found in the language of original 
claims 2-5, 7-10, 12-15, and 17-20, respectively. Support for new claim 25 can be 
found in the language of original claims 1-2, 5, 11, and 13. Support for new claims 26- 
28 can be found in the language of original claims 14, 15, and 20, respectively. 

Support for amended claims 2-5, 7-10, 12-15, and 17-20 and for new claims 25- 
28 can be found in the original specification, figures, and claims. The amendments to 
claims 2-5, 7-10, 12-15, and 17-20 change their dependency and/or bring them into 
conformity to U.S. practice. Additional support for new claims 25 and 28 can be found, 
e.g., from page 5, line 29, to page 7, line 8; and in Example 1 . Additional support for 
new claims 26 and 27 can be found, e.g., from page 7, line 9, to page 10, line 7. 

Applicant respectfully requests entry of the Abstract, which was the Abstract 
originally filed in PCT/US2004/021637, filed July 6, 2004, and which appears on the 
cover sheet of WO 2005/003321 (publication of PCT/US2004/021637).
